Ev en throu gh the bu siness dis­ 
trict machines go too fast. Speed­ 
ing, howev er, is not confined to 
West Third street in the residen­ 
tial portion bu t in nu merou s 
other sections. 
It is a difficu lt matter to catch 
speeders withou t the aid of a 
motorcy cle. Addition of a motor­ 
cy cle to local eq u ipment wou ld 
soon pay for itself in many way s. 
Sev eral cities the size of Ru sh­ 
v ille hav e fou nd that a motorcy ­ 
cle can be operated far more eco­ 
nomically by police in answering 
calls and making cru ises than a 
police car.

Shanghai, Oct. 19 ( JP) — After 
6 8 day s of warfare in Shanghai, 
American officials and bu siness 
men estimated today that Amer­ 
ican financial losses from bombs, 
shells and fires were at least 
$15,000,000. 
Foreign inv estments in Shang­ 
hai total abou t $3,300,000,000, and 
the total loss of all foreigners 
is ex pected to be many times 
that to Americans since British 
control 38 per cent and Jap­ 
anese 36 per cent of the foreign 
stake. 
A su rv ey by American Consu l 
General 
Clarence 
E. 
Gau ss 
showed casu alties in the Inter­ 
national 
Settlement and 
the 
French Concession u p to Oct. 10 
inclu ded 1,9 9 0 Chinese and 16 
foreigners killed. The deaths in­ 
clu ded three Americans, fou r 
Ru ssians, three Germans, two 
British and one each of Swiss, 
Polish, Portu gu ese and British 
nationality . 
A total of 2,803 Chinese and 27 
foreigners had been wou nded. 
American insu rance men point 
ou t that more than 6 5 per cent 
of American bu siness inv est­ 
ments in China are concentrated 
in Shanghai. In the Hongkew

Ro o sev elt Say s That Big and 
Unex plained Dro p in Rev ­ 
enues Is Respo nsible 
fo r Newest Mo v e. 


Washington, Oct. 19 (A3) — A 
big, u nex plained drop in esti­ 
mated rev enu es has postponed 
u ntil nex t y ear, at least, the 
long-sou ght goal of a balanced 
federal bu dget. 
President Roosev elt, in a re­ 
v ised bu dget statement, estimat­ 
ed at $6 9 5,245,000 the net deficit 
for the fiscal y ear ending nex t 
Ju ne 30. Inclu sion of debt re­ 
tirement, he said, creates a gross 
deficit $200,000,000 higher. 
Despite the backslide since 
Janu ary , a gross deficit of $89 5,- 
245,000 wou ld be less than for 
any fiscal y ear since 19 30. Last 
y ear’s gross deficit of $2,811,318,- 
310 was the smallest since 19 31. 
The president carefu lly noted 
the difference between Bet and 
gross deficits in his statement. 
He said the estimated net deficit 
was $2,012,000,000 less than the 
net deficit for last y ear. 
He also reemphasized his an­ 
nou nced determination to re­ 
trench. He said po fu rther com­ 
mitments wou ld be made by two 
agencies which in day s gone by 
hav e u tilized billions — the Re­ 
constru ction Finance Corpora­ 
tion and the Pu blic Works Ad­ 
ministration. 
The same attitu de was v oiced 
by the president in a speech last 
night starting the annu al com­ 
mu nity chest driv es. Discu ssing 
the need for cu rtailed relief 
spending, he said: 
“Unless federal tax es are to be 
greatly increased, the ex pendi­ 
tu res hav e to be brou ght within 
the ex isting tax receipts.” 
This statement, together with 
the bu dget figu res, again raised 
discu ssion of possible tax in­ 
creases despite recent adminis-

TRAGEDY WORST IN 
U. S. AIR HISTORY 


Salt % Lake City , Oct. 18 ( JP)— 
A 
grou nd 
searching 
party 
reached the cru mpled “Mainlin­ 
er” high in the Uinta mou ntains 
today and fou nd all 19 occu pants 
of the lu x u riou s air transport 
dead. 
Ralph Johnson, a United Air­ 
lines pilot and one of a grou p of 
fou r who kept going all night in 
the treacherou s snow, informed 
L. D. Cu ddeback, div ision su per­ 
intendent, that su rv ey of the 
wreckage by flashlight showed 
no sign of life. 
After Johnson brou ght ou t 
word of the tragedy —the great­ 
est nu mber of persons ev er killed 
in an American airplane crash— 
the Air Line q u ickly assembled 
officials, airplanes and grou nd 
workers to bring ou t the bodies. 
The Knight, Wy o., airport, 26 
miles to the north, was made the 
base of operations. 
Cu ddeback said Johnson went 
u p to the big airplane, “peered in 
and fou nd that the 16 passengers 
and crew of three were dead.” 
Becau se of the condition of 
the wreckage on towering Chalk 
Peak, Johnson was u nable to 
make a complete inv estigation. 
He wasted no time, bu t start­ 
ed immediately down the mou n­ 
tainside for help.

One o f th e first to register vigo ro us pro test 
against th e so cial security act was Abrah am Ep­ 
stein, executive secretary o f th e American Asso ­ 
ciatio n fo r So cial Security . Upo n passage o f th e 
bill by th e Ho use h e deplo red th e lo ss o f a “great 
o ppo rtunity to establish a so und, wo rkable and 
effective sy stem o f so cial security .” He also a t­ 
tacked th e idea o f a h uge reserve fund fo r o ld 
age insurance as unnecessary and unwise, a co n­ 
clusio n th at h as co me to be generally sh ared. 
Th is is th e genesis no do ubt o f th e o bjectio n by 
th e New Yo rk regio nal o ffice o f th e Federal So ­ 
cial Security Bo ard to New Yo rk University co n­ 
cerning a series o f lectures by Mr. Epstein o n th e 
general principles, h isto ry and backgro und o f 
so cial insurance. Alth o ugh Dr. Epstein h as de­ 
vo ted h is life to study o f th e pro blem and is a 
reco gnized auth o rity , th e regio nal o ffice is repre­ 
sented as h aving suggested to th e University 
th at “so me auth o rized representative o f th e So ­ 
cial Security Bo ard be utilized to present th e 
‘o fficial view,’” Mr. Epstein’s no t being o fficial.

Th e Eastern railro ads no w h ave a better case 
to suppo rt o ppo sitio n to th e base fare rate o f 2 
cents a mile th an th ey did in June, 1986, wh en 
th e o rder became effective. Th ey must find mo re 
revenue to balance increased co sts, o ne item o f 
wh ich is th e $135,000,000 th at recent wage ad­ 
vances h ave added to th e pay ro ll.

Th e mo ve to h ave th e rate raised to 2 V2 cents 
a mile, wh ich was th e co mpro mise o ffered early 
last y ear, is repo rted as being unanimo usly sup­ 
po rted. If th at be th e case, it means th e Balti­ 
mo re & Oh io h as been wo n o ver by fo rce o f cir­ 
cumstances, fo r it alo ne o f th e Eastern ro ads sup­ 
po rted th e Interstate Co mmerce Co mmissio n o n 
th e 2-cent rate. 
It must be assumed th e railro ads h ave fully 
co nsidered th e po ssibilities o f th e increased fare 
reducing passenger vo lume, but wh eth er, in view 
o f th is, th ey will press th e increase to th e bitter 
end may depend o n I. C. C.’s actio n o n th e pend­ 
ing h o rizo ntal freigh t rate increase. Th e rail­ 
ro ads h ave asked fo r an increase o f between 10 
and 15 per cent, wh ich wo uld y ield fro m $300,- 
000,000 to $500,000,000 mo re o n th e basis o f last 
y ear’s gro ss freigh t revenues — and th ese rev­ 
enues are larger th is y ear. It is po ssible th at th e 
decisio n to seek a h igh er fare rate is no t unco n­ 
nected with th e desire o f th e railro ads to o btain 
a little mo re speed o n th e freigh t rate issue. 
Facing th e co nditio ns th at many o f th em do , 
th e railro ads h ave th e righ t to ask th e I. C. C.
